Gioverner Clayton holds the life of 
every man, woman and child, in Ar- 
kansas, in his power. It is only neces- 
sary for him to throw the entire State 
under martial law, and the property 
and existence of any one becomes un- 
safe. Indeed, when such men as Cat- 
terson and Upham are appointed to 
command such bands as I have previ- 
ously described in the Commercial, an 
innocent man stands but a poor chance 
to escape their vengeance for imagin- 
ary wrongs.

SHOCKING MURDER.
